. Paris, Oct. 13—The entire German 
front from St. Gobain to the Argonne 
has cracked on a 60-mile front, and 
it now appears that the enemy will 
be forced to retreat to a depth of 
some 30 miles before finding a suit- 
able Jine of defense. At the best 
this position will be menaced at its 
flank on the Oise to the Sambre 
canal, from’ Ribemount to Landrec- 
ies, which lines are very near to th 
Belgian frontier. There will be 
nothing here like the enemy’s strong 
defences on the Hindenberg line. 

The Germans are expected to 
cover their retraet as usual with the 
best of the natural defenses’ the 
country affords, the enemy asset 
being the forests in the area of the 
backward movement.

BATTLEOF CHAMPAGNE ENDS IN 

~ DEFEAT OF ENEMY. 

Paris, Oct. 12.—The battle begun 
in Champagne on Sept. 26 hag ended 
in the complete defeat of the enemy, 
says an Official statement issued to- 
night. The fourth army completed 
the l{beration of the bend of the 
Aisne by re-occupying today 36 lo- 
calities, freeing several thousand 
civillans. 

This army alone has taken 21,567 
prisoners and 600 guns since the 
opening of the Champagne offensive. 

The fifth army on the left is relent- 
lessly ‘pursuing the enemy and has 
advanced 10 kilos, crossing the 
Aisne, and ig fighting at Guignicourt 
and Neufchatel and is advancing to- 
ward Mount Prouvisux, between the 
Aisne and tho Oise. 

Our vigorous pressure hag com- 
pelled a new enemy retreat. We 
have reached the Ailette, north of 
Craonne, and are four kilos from 
Laon.”

Mr. F. W. Galbraith, the Unton-Inde- 
pendent candidate in the Red Deer bye- 
election on the 28th of October, held a 


meting at Delburne on Saturday night. 
The Municipal Hall was filled. Mr. 
Thayer occupied the chair, on motion 
of Reve McRae. 

Senator Michener was the first 
speaker. He referred in a friendly way 
to other occasions on which he and Mr. 
Galbraith had debated Provincial poli- 
tics at Delburne from opposing vlat- 
forms, but the great questions now 
confronting them had brought them to- 
gether on the same )atform. There 
was absolutely no need of forcing an- 
other election on this constituency. 
When Premier Sifton’s seat in Vermil- 
lion had been vacated, the Conserva- 
tives decided to offer no opposition, and 
his successor was elected by acclama- 
tion. When his own seat as leader of 
the Opposition in Red Deer was vacat- 
ed, the Liberal machine would not re- 
ciprocate this war-time courtesy and 
allow the election by acclamation of a 
Conservative as successcr to himself. 
So the people who had been together in 
December got together again, and 
brought out a Union candidate in the 
person of Mr. Galbraith. Mr. Galbraith 
was a provincial Liberal who had done 
veluable service for the Liberals on the 
great war-issue on December.

FIRST SHOT IN THE 


ELECTION GAMPAIGH 


Hon. Premier Stewart ‘Ad- 
dresses the Electors 


“Considering that it was the opening 
meeting of the campaign, and that 
short notice of it had been given, the 
meeting in Mr. Gaetz’s interests at the 
Parish Hall, Red Deer, on Tuesday 
evening was well attended. Seated on 
the platform were.Hon. Chas. Stewart, 
Premier of Alberta; Hon. J. R. Boyle, 
Attorney-General; Mr. H. B. Atkins, 
M.P.P, for Didsbury; Mr. J. J. Gaetz, 
the candidate of the Liberal. convention, 
and:Mr. T. A. Gaetz, President of the 
Red Deer Liberal Association, who act- 
ed as chairman. 

The chairman opened with some 
kindly words as to the good legislation 
of the Liberal government of Alberta 
for the farmers and working classes, 
and now for the soldiers and the re- 
turned veterans. He did not know 
what the platform of the Opposition 
was in this campaign. As Premier of 
Alberta, Mr. Stewart was the right man 
in‘the right place and they should re- 
turn to the legislature a strong sup- 
porter of the Stewart government, and 
Mr. J. J. Gaetz was such a supporter. 


Mr. Boyle 


Mr. Boyle considered that he needed 
no introduction to a Red Deer audi- 
ence, in view of the prominence given 
to him by the Red Deer papers: what 
they were saying of him was not true: 
he had never undertook to discriminate 
between men in Provincial matters be- 
cause of their attitude in Dominion 
affairs. Mr. Boyle then entered upon 
a defence of the system of party gov- 
ernment, which was an outgrowth and 
a necessary consequence of responsible 
government in all Parliamentary sys- 
tems: two or more groups of repre- 
sentatives composed the members of 


_ popular chambers, and the Prime Min- 


ister and his colleagues must have the 
confidence and support of a majority 
of the members. This is the system 
which endured in Britain for centuries 
in time of peace: it had its faults, but 
attempts to replace it with other sys- 
tems had not met with public approval. 
The Provincial government was not 
charged with the responsibility of 
cgrrying on the war: that was the 
function of the Dominion government 
solely. Perhaps he could not do better 
than quote from the Red Deer Advocate 
not further back than March 16, 1917, 
a defence of the party system, on which 
he did not know that he could improve. 
Mr. Galbraith there reviewed the his- 
tory, principles and advantages of the 
party system, the weakness of inde- 
pendent action, ahd the fairly decent 
record the party system had to its 
credit. Mr. Boyle cited the article in 
full. 

No government, however, had a right 
to appeal to the people in a party name, 
but on its record, and the record of the 
Liberal government of Alberta, he be- 
lieved to be clean, progressive, and 
valuable, and worthy of being continu- 
ed. That was the opinion of Mr. Gal- 
braith in 1917, and Mr. Boyle quoted 
from the Advocate of May and June, 
1917, a number of high commendations 
of the work of the Liberal government 
of Alberta, perhaps the strongest of 
which was: 

“The Sifton government goes to the 
country with the finest record of leg- 
islation for the common good of any 
government in Canada. That is not 
questioned. The Opposition do not 
deny it—they simply claim they help- 
ed to pass it. * * * In these dis- 
turbing times people are apt to be 
shifted from sound moorings. There 
are elements of plain common sense, 
of fair dealing, of recognition of able 


services rendered to the state which 
will prevail over the stirring up of 
hysteria, of suspicion, of inunendo, of 


fanaticism, of appeals to misled loyal- 
ty, which form so much of the Op- 
position stock-in-trade.” 


Red Deer, Mr. Boyle continued, was 
largely an agricultural riding, and the 


Government had paid special attention 


to advanced legislation for the farmers. 


Mr. Gaetz, as a progressive and success- 


ful farmer, was the right kind of a man 
to send to support the Government. No 
the 
Government «was in power for three 


matter how this election went, 


more years at least, and it would be 
better to have a representative at Ed- 
monton who would not be asked to 
vote for the Government-right or wrong, 


but who would have a share in and a 


knowledge of government legislation 


before he was asked to vote for it. They 


should send to the Legislature a man 


who knows where he stands; not a 


candidate who does not know where he 
stands. If they had confidence in the 
Premier and his government, they 
should send him a man who would give 
him the support he was entitled to from 
them and should elect Mr. Gaetz by a 
good majority. 


Mr. J. J. Gaetz 


Mr. J. J. Gaetz was heartily received. 
He said he was glad to welcome the 
Premier on his first visit to Red Deer 
since his appointment to his high of- 
fice. He himself had taken part in 
every political campaign in Red Deer, 
but this was the first time he had ever 
asked their support in his own behalf. 
A peculiar circumstance of this cam- 
paign was the total absence of criticism 
of the Government: there was nothing 
to defend or apologize for. The critic- 
isms of the Opposition against ex- 
Premier Sifton in June, 1917, had been 
shown to be foundationless and dis- 
credited by their support of Mr. Sifton 
as a Minister of the Union government 
at Ottawa. The Opposition was using 
the Union idea as a subterfuge to deny 
confidence to Premier's Stewart's ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Gaetz then dealt with the bring- 
ing out of the Union candidate in Red 
Deer. The Red Deer Dominion Union 
executive had been approached, he 
said, but had refused to allow the Ex- 
ecutive to be used in a Provincial con- 
test. A convention had been hastily 
got up, and Mr. Galbraith put in the 
field. Mr. Galbraith had no use for the 
Union idea in Provincial affairs as the 
News. quoted him as saying that “per- 
haps, had he been treated differently 
by anti-Union Liberals, if he had not 
been, as he claimed, ostracized by the 
machine element, he might not have 
been a Provincial Union condidate.” He 
had accepted his nomination as a means 
of getting back at those whom he ac- 
cused of treating him unfairly. Mr. 
Gaetz denied any unfairness on his own 
part towards Mr. Galbraith, and he did 
not intend to act in any such way. No 
one regretted more Mr. Galbraith’s 
stand in this election than the speaker 
himself. : 

Mr. Gaetz, then touched upon some of

Premier Stewart | 
Premier Stewart was introduced .as 


the farmer-Premier, and was cordially 
received. When a homesteader in’ Al- 
berta he had little idea. that he would 
ever become Premier of the Province, 
and he was glad to say that he believed 
no man or no woman had ever ques- 
tioned the integrity of his public ac- 


tions. He would continue in the posi- 


tion of Premier, as he had done in other 
offices in the past, to give the people 


his very best; and the people had been 


appreciative of his work. 


The Premier,.emphasized the point 


that, although many good masures had 


been suggested by the U. F. A. and 


others, and the Opposition had support- 
ed most of them, yet upon the Govern- 
ment of the day rested the responsibil- 


ity for the framing, ‘the passing, and 
the enforcement of such legislation and 
they were entitled to support thereon. 

The Government had put through a 


measure exempting soldiers homes from 


all municipal and provincial taxation 
Municipal- 
ities had previously had the right to 
exempt the soldiers’ property, but it 
was not working out evenly and the 
Government decided to make such a 
provision general. He took the ground 
that when the boys were fighting for 
them overseas at $1.10, and they at 
home were reaping the benefit of their 
sacrifices, many of the boys’ former 
companions earn $3.50 to $4 a day and 
nearly all better_off financially than 
ever before, it was up to them to see 
that when the boys came back they 
would be on a financial equality with 
those who had stayed at home. Ho had 
not one single word of condemnation 
for the Union government in the Mili- 
tary Service Act save that it should 
have commandeered all the service of 
the country—theirs and his—and put 
it where it could best serve the state 
in the war. They should have begun 
with the war-profiteers (applause) and 
worked down through all the people 
who could give any kind of service. 

The Premier reviewed the Woman's 
Franchise Act, the Co-operative Eleva- 
tor Act, the Cow Bill as instances of 
the progressive legislation of the Gov- 
ernment. The latter act enabled home- 
steaders to stay on the land longer and 
to make greater progress. 

Large sums of money had been spent 
by the province, it was true, and their 
per capita debt was still a large one. 
No province in the Dominion, however, 
had greater possibilities and promise. 
Bight hundred miles from north to 


south, and 250 from east to west, they

English capital which had been invest- 
ed in town lots in Alberta and was 
gone for good, there would have been 
some resentment shown by the losers 
and their agents when Alberta was 
mentioned, and that any suggestion of 
investing more money in Alberta would 
be thrown in his teeth. But, instead, 
they told him that the contribution of 
Canada and of Alberta in the great war 
had wiped out all resentment: they had 
forgotten the past in view of what the 
Canadian boys had done in France and 
Flanders, and they told him that, when 
he wanted money for development, to 
come and ask for it. The losses in 
speculation in lots and oil was bad ad- 
vertising for Alberta. They had en- 
deavored to pass a law in the House to 
prevent the exploitation of the people, 
but they met with very great difficul- 
ties. ; 

Their boys were coming back to Al- 
berta: they could be sure of that, few 
of them would settle down in England. 
But they wanted the immigration which 
was sure to come from Britain, and he 
believed a good immigration scheme 
would be worked out. He did not be- 
Heve in interference from Ottawa in 
any way: let each government answer 
for itself, but this immigration problem 
demanded co-operation. 

And the soldiers coming back were 
looking in large measure on the land— 
at least at first. They yearned, after 
the constant din at the front, for the 
quiet of the farm. Yet they had to face 
the fact that only 8 per cent of the re- 
turned men so far had gone on the land: 
the life of excitement and the fellow- 
ship of their fellows to which war had 
accustomed them, had drawn them to 
the centres. The Provincial Govern- 
ment had organized a Returned Sol- 
diers’ Commission whose primary duty 
was to see that the soldiers coming 
back to Alberta were provided with op- 
portunities for employment. The in- 
dications were that, the war was com- 
ing to a speedy conclusion, and he 
would not rest content until the return- 
ed men reached the same equality and 
standard of living as their fellows who 
had stayed at home.

When 
the Government called its supporters 
together in caucus to discuss legisla- 
tion, to suggest legislation, Mr. Gal- 
braith would not be present. No Lib- 
eral member was asked to support leg+ 
islation except such as he knew all 
about: he did not merely hold up his 
hand to be counted. What the major- 
ity vote of the Liberal members . in 
caucus decided that because the Gov- 
ernment policy: no responsible govern- 
ment could be carried on in any other 
way. The friends of the Government, 
in convention in Red Deer, had said 
that Mr. Gaetz was the man they want- 
ed to support the Government in the 
House. He would not permit any dic- 
tation to the convention as to whom 
they should choose. The convention 
had chosen Mr. Gaetz, and consequent- 
ly the Government would. support Mr. 
Gaetz. He had no word of disrespect 
for his opponent, but if they believed 
in what the Government had done; if 
they believed in the policies he had 
outlined and which they believed the 


Government would carry out, then they 


should send them a supporter in the 
person of Mr. John J. Gaetz. As hon- 
est men, believing and acting in the 
best interests of the Province, he had 
no hesitation in asking them to give 
Mr. Gaetz their support, and he be- 
lieved they would not regret their 
choice.

With the British Army on the St.]} 


Quentin Front, Oct. 8.—The British’ 
arms attacked in a converging oper- 
ation in a north-easterly direction. 
The fourth army, with which the 
Americans were co-operating, at- 
tacked a gap in the last Hindenburg 
system, while the third army was in 
action up to Cambrai, attacking along) 
the continuation of the Beaurevoir 
Massinier line, both on the front and 
in a turning movement.

system completely on a broad front,! 
enabling operations to be carried out | 
to the east of it. 

The first phase of the attack began 
about two o’clock in the morning, 
when the infantry, with the assis- 
tance of an intense barrage, stormed 
the high ground south of Cambrai, | 
where the Cambrai-Peronne railway | 
runs along. Special attention was | 
given to other high ground to the 
southern outskirts of Cambrai, as the 
town igs known to be strongly forti- 
filed by the-enemy.

MONTANA. +s 


Dear Editor—Having recently _ re- 
cently réturned from an _ extended 
visit to the treasure state of Mont- 
ana, I thought maybe some of your 
numerous readers might like a 
glimpse of our neighbor to-the south 
of us, and what they are doing, and 
as they are now our allies it will 
make interesting reading. As the 
traveller crosses the border at Sweet 
Grass-it is-soon apparent he is un- 
der the Stars and Stripes, things 
look different to the Canadian’s eyes. 
Twenty-one’ years ago, the country 
from Sweet: Grass to Great Falls, as 
I knew it, wag the bad lands, or gum- 
‘bo country Just a dreary stretch of 
country of one hundred miles, now 
it is dotted with thriving towns and 
elevators, and evidence of - man’s 
handiwork in making the most of 
lands. that were considered in those 
days useless. Arriving in Great 
Falls one is struck with the busy 
city which is named after the water 
falls on the great Missouri river. 
There are three in number, the Black 
Eagle Falls, the Rainbow Falls, and 
the Missouri Falls. It is called the 
electrical city, and rightly named, as 
it supplies electric power to the state, 
in a few years steam will be a thing 
of the past in Montana. The city 
has many fine buildings, and many 
miles of boulevarded streets and 
drives.

The Red Deer by-election campaign 
ig on and between now and election 
day—October 28—a ho fight will be 
waged by the government and its fol- 
lowers to defeat the Independent 
Liberal candidate, Mr F. W. Gal- 
braith. In this fight it is apparent 
the part assigned to the guvernment 
organ in Calgary igs to delude the 
foreign electors of Ited Deer con- 
stituency into the helief that Mr. 
Galbraith ig a candidate of the fed- 
eral Unionist governmen: forces. It 
ig a dirty part, but the Albertan is 
serving its masters well in it. 

There are a great many foreign 
voters in Red Deer constituency and 
they are not favorably disposed to 
Union government at Ottawa. If 
they can be induced to believe that 
Mr. Galbriith represonts the federal 
Unionist cause they wi'l he very 
willing to vote for his opponent.

In’ naming Mr. Galbraith they 
voiced their endorsation of a princi- 
ple. ‘They were ‘after ‘a, representa- 
tive in the legislature who would not 
be under the. domination of any par 
ty whip; one’ who would be free to 
support’ or oppose measures as his 
common sense and intelligence dicta- 
ted. In effect the Albertan serves 
noticg ‘on Mr. Galbraith’s followers 
that they have no right to introduce 
an independent into Alberta polit» 
ics, They may nominate a straight 
Liberal, a straight Conservative, a 
Non-Partizan, a Socialist or a Labor 
Party man, but an ~ Independent— 
No. 

The Herald’s interest in the Red 
Deer election, and in advocating Mr. 
Galbraith’s success at the polls is 
easily explained. We have nothing 
aganst the Stewart government for 
the good reason that it hag not been 
in office long enough to have made 
a showing sufficient for purposes of 
judgment. We ‘have an earnest de- 
sire to see Alberta province capably 
governed however, and we believe 
that the presence of such men as Mr. 
Galbraith in the legislature on the 
cross benches will be a powerful in- 
centive to good government. Prem- 
ier Stewart will have just ag great a 
following with Mr. Galbraith there 
as he had before the constituency 
became vacant. He does not need a 
more numerous following, having al- 
ready a sufficient majority to impose 
his will whenever he so desires-. 

Opposition to Mr. Galbraith has 
been dictated by the party machine 
solely for the purpose of crushing, if 
possible an attempt on the part of 
the Red Deer electorate to think and 
act independently in matters of poll- 
tics. The Herald hag little use for 
machine politics, knowing as it does 
from experience that its interest is 
party first and ‘the country a poor 
second. Therefore it supports’ the 
Independent Liberal candidate in 
Red Deer. 
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THE PARTY OBJECTIONS 
TO MR. GALBRAITH 


The criticisms and objections to Mr. 
Galbraith's political position in this 
campaign, as indicated at the Premier's 
meeting and in the Albertan, fall in 
two main lines, viz., there is no need for 
a Union movement in Provincial poli- 
tics, and second, that an independent 
supporter of the Government in the 
House, a well-known Liberal, was not 
such a supporter as the Government 
was entitled to; they wanted a bound 
supporter. 

There is not a great deal to be gained 
at this stage in discussing who was 
responsible for the introduction of the 
Union idea into this Provincial bye- 
election. The Union idea is here. But 
the broad fact remains that not alone 
Galbraith, but Welliver, Mayor Smith, 
and McLennan, absolutely killed their 
chances for the Liberal nomination in 
the bye-election, by giving Dr. Clark 
more or less open support in the De- 
cember election. The dominating ele- 
ment in the local Liberal organization 
were determined that no man who vot- 
ed Union should have a nomination, 
and in this attitude they were encour- 
aged, aided and abetted by the at- 
titude of the Provincial Liberal organ- 
ization, which is largely anti-Union. 
Red Deer is no exception to this condi- 
tion: it prevails all over the Province: 
a leading South Alberta local member 
told the Advocate that no Union Liber- 
al could be chosen for any office in his 
district. The question for Liberals, 
and for -all citizens, is as to whether 
that anti-Union element is to domin- 
ate and dictate Liberal policy in Pro- 
vincial affairs as well as in Dominion 
affairs. It is a cinch that they will 
not do it when the boys come back: do 
you propose that they shall continue 
to do it now? 

Mr. Galbraith had not been’ very 
much impressed with the Union idea in 
Provincial affairs until the attitude of 
the anti-Union Liberals at Red Deer 
and at Edmonton became more pro- 
nounced; until the criticism of MacKay, 
the attitude of Walker, indicated that’ 
the anti-Union elements looked like 
challenging the Sifton-Stewart regime. 
The cleavage was temporarily patched 
up, and MacKay taken into the Cabinet 
at the first vacancy. But the Union 
Liberals know and feel that they are 
only taken on syfferance: that they are 
only considered’ because their votes are 
wanted, and that they have precious 
little encouragement for anything out 
of the beaten party track of regularity. 
If the issue in thig election was a 
straight difference between Union and 
antl-Union principles, the putting up of 
an otherwise needless political fight in 
this constituency in war-time might 
have some basis, though not an ade- 
quate basis, of justification. But the 
nomination of Mr. Gaetz under the cir- 
cumstances was simply a demand that 
those Liberals who led the revolt 
against the anti-Union party machine 
sould be punished, should be taught 
that they must repent of their sins, and 
sue for pardon. There is not a shadow 
of doubt but that the great majority of 
this anti-Union Liberal machine would 
vote Union, would vote for Com- 


pulsory Military Service, would vote 
for‘ the -drafts, to-morrow, if the 
party said so. Do you doubt it? 


Premier Stewart himself has not step- 
ped outside of the beaten party track 
since his accession to his high office. 
He wants sincerely to help the soldier 
boys, but the two vacancies in his Cab- 
inet this summer have been filled by 
party politictans, The soldiers repre- 
sentative, Capt. Bob. Pearson, was not 
given any consideration. 

The Conservatives in Red Deer were 
faced, by Mr. Michener’s resignation, 
with their proposition. Had a vacancy 
occurred in war-time in Britain, or, we 
believe, in Ontario, the seat would have 
been filled by acclamation by a member 
of the same party as had previously 
occupied the seat: there was a political 
truce. But they had withdrawn their 
candidate—Mr. Day generously step- 
ping aside—and fallen into Nne behind 
Dr. Clark, a prominent Liberal, for the 
Dominion election, and a number of 
them were disposed to follow-out the 
same policy for the local bye-election, 
until peace conditions prevailed. They 
were not then unanimous for this 
course, as the Provincial Union con- 
vention showed: Mr. Galbraith was on- 
ly selected by a close vote. Mr. Gal- 
braith was approached by Senator 
Michener and a couple of leading Con- 
servatives, and he consulted with Union 
Liberal friends, before deciding to go 
into the Union movement in the Pro- 
vince. He was not assured of the nom- 
{nation. It was to be an open conven- 
tion, and, while he was assured of a 
measure of Conservative support, he 
was not handed the nomination on a 
silver platter, as the facts show. He 
was not asked to abandon a single one 
of his Liberal principles, he was not 
asked to abate one jot of his expressed 
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confidence in Premier Stewart nor in 
the general record of. the’ Liberal. ad- 
ministration; he was simply asked to 
take up‘an Independent position in the 
House, and to stand for the Union idea 
during the war-time. He was advised 
by one or two good: Liberal friends that 
he would be. ‘double crossed,” that ho 
was induced to take part in the Union 
convention with. the expectation of re- 
ceiving the nomination, and that when 
he, was .committed to the conven- 
tion and its*policy, and to its selec- 
tion, a Conservative candidate would 
be nominated, and he would be left in 
the lurch. ‘That prediction and insin- 
uation of bad faith was untrue and un- 
fair, as the’convention showed. . Mr. 
Galbraith knew. at this time who was 
to be the anti-Union Liberal machine 
candidate, though the convention was 
not held until some weeks afterwards. 
That Union alliance of which Mr. Gal- 
braith. is the representative, has held 
good all through a prolonged campaign, 
and holds good today. 

The Premier was giving his audience 
some camouflage in trying to give rea- 
sons why-a bound supporter was pre- 
ferable to an independent supporter. 
The government and members consult 
outsiders, .consult the U.F.A., consult 
other representative interests, when 
legislation is contemplated. Some 
classes of members in their following 
have little say in legislation; they are 
not specially interested in it. There is 
important general municipal legislation 
on the Statute books of Alberta today, 
the first rough draft of which came 
from Mr. Galbraith: he knows good 
constructive legislation when he sees 
{t, and will support it, independent of 
party, and he can take a hand also in 
constructive legislation, as opportunity 
offers. If the Premier needed another 
bound supporter for safety he might 
have a case. But he does not. He has 
a majority of ten in a House of sixty 
above all comers: his usual majority 
{gs twelve to twenty, and most of his 
measures are not opposed at all. He 
needs far more at the present time the 
presence and sympathetic support in 
good legislation and good administra- 
tion, of a member who is not bound by 
the party organization, but who can 
help him against unworthy and anti- 
Union elements in his following. And 
such a member the people of Red Deer 
propose to give him on the 28th.

STRIKES OR LOCKOUTS 
ARE FORBIDDEN 
WHILE WAR LASTS 


PERSONS OF MILITARY AGE, 
EMPLOYERS OR EMPLOYEES 
VIOLATING REGULATIONS TO 
BE DRAFTED FOR MILTIARY 

SERVICE. 

Ottawa, Oct. 11.—Provision having 
already been made for the prompt 
and equitable settlement of all mat- 
ters of dispute between employers 
and employes in industris affected 
by the Industrial disputes Investiga- 
tipn Act, an order-in-council was pas- 
sed forbidding, for the duration of 
war, strikes or lockouts, and impos- 
ing severe penalties for violation of 
the law ‘ 

Any person violating any of the 
regulations is made Hable upon sum- 
mary conviction to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding $1,000, or to imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding six months 
or to both fine and imprisonment. 

Any male person, employee or em- 
ployer of military age who violates 
any of the regulations, and any dir- 
ector of a company who, being of 
military age, acquiesces in violation 
by the cqgmpany of any of the regula- 
tions, shall be deemed to be a soldier 
enlisted in thé: military forces of 
Canada and subject to military law 
for the duration of the war and of 
demobilization thereafter. He (shall 
furthermore forfeit any exemption 
granted to him and any right to ap- 
ply for, or obtain, exemption from 
military service. under the Military 
Service Act.

LOST BATTALION . 
REFUSED CHANCE 
~~ TO SURRENDER 


MEN WEAK WITH HUNGER AND 
ENTIRELY SURROUNDED 
BY ENEMY 


With the American Forces north- 


west of Verdun, Oct. 11—The bright-]. 


est story of the now famous “lost 
battalion,” which belonged the 
seventy-seventh division, as yet un- 
told, was the climax to the fourth 
day of the troops’ beleaguerment in 
the Argonne forest. 

When the men were long food- 
less and wholly without ammunition 
and when many were weak from ex- 


haustion but not one despairing, an| 


American, who had been taken pris- 
oner by the Germans, suddenly ap- 
peared at the little camp surrounded 
in the valley. 

The man had been sent blindfolded 
from the German headquarters with 
the typewritten note, Major Whittle- 
sey reading: 

“Americans, you are surrounded on 
all sides. Surrender in the name of 
humanity. You will be well treated.” 

Major Whittesay did not hesitate 
a fraction of a second. “Go to hell!” 
he almost shouted. 

Then he read the note to those 
around him, and his men, despite 
their weariness and hunger and im- 
minent danger, cheered. so loudly 
that the Germans heard them from 
their observation posts. 

None of the battalion could know 
that relief would come within twenty- 
four hours; none felt very sure that 
it would come at all before it was 
too late, but the same spirit that ani- 
mated them to plunge ahead into the 
forest to their perilous pasition main- 
tained them at that moment and 
living man, wounded or well, in the 
battalion enthusiastically approved 
Major Whittlesay’s abrupt answer 
when the news of it was circulated 
through the position.

LETTERS FROM THE 
FRONT 


Mrs. James Mann received the fol- 
lowing very interesting letter from 
her husband last week: 


France, Sept. 7, 1918. 

Dear Helen.—Since writing you 
last my experiences have been many 
and varied, and I am glad that I am 
alive and well and suffering no ill 
effects from my experiences although 
very tired in body. It is a great 
satisfaction to know that one has 
done hig share in the greatest battle 
of the war, even though the part 
taken was a very minor one com- 
pared wth the- whole operation. I 
am unable to tell you at this writing 
where we are or were in our action, 
or the results on our particular front, 
suffice it to say that onr battalion 
again covered tself with glory and 
our company in particular. Casual- 
ties, needless to say, were not light, 
but I am glad to be able to tell you 
the number killed was very small in 
comparison. Just imagine us, after 
a weary and tiresome night march, 
arriving at our destination just an 
hour or so before going “over the 
top,” not knowing what lay before 
us, or who would be lucky or un- 
lucky in a few hours’ time. In the 
gray dawn of early morning we were 
all in position, and had barely got 
to our different stations when the 
quiet of the dawnwas broken by what 
appeared to be a tremendous clap of 
thunder, followed by crashes of 
lightning. It wag our artillery open- 
ing up its barrage for us, and almost 
beggars description. Any thunder 
and lightning storm that you or I 
mdy have witnessed  palled entirely 
into insignificance as compared to it, 


{and how manyGermans lived through 


it is only explained by.the excellence 
of their dugouts, to which they took 
refuge. It wag our duty to follow 
up this barrage closely enough to 
catch the Germans when they emerge 
from their holes after it had passed 
over, and yet far enough away from 
it to keep out of unnecessary danger. 
Old timers say there never was 
such a storm of artillery fire  wit- 
nessed, and going forward was like 
moving in a dream.. Our objective 
was easily reached, and our work for 
a few hours was at an end, but dan- 
ger still surrounded us as _ Heinie’s 
guns had his mark on us, and his 
high explosives and gas shelly were 
always in evidence, and gas masks 
proved more than useful and neces- 
sary, and the training-in this branch 
was fully warranted and proved. It 
was a glorious day for the Canadians 
and merited and received words of 
praise and commendation This part 
of the operation did not bother or 
effect me nearly as much as on the 
agycceeding day, when we were under 
intense shell fire with a minimum of 
protection, but again the majority of 
us were lucky. It wag really amus- 
ing at times when one of the boys 
would get hit with a bullet or piece 
of shrapnel, when not of too serious 
a nature, to listen to their delight 
and remarks about going to Blighty 
and chaffing going on no doubt help- 
ed to cheer all up. Col. Page had 
a chat with me before the action and 
gave me sOme good pointers, and was 
kind enough afterwards to enquire 
how I came through. We are hav- 
ing a day or so well earned rest, but 
what there is to follow I am not 
even able to guess. 
ing to watch the tanks going into 
action, but more especially the 
Planes the air seemed full of them, 
and at times when they were high, 
they looked like a Lunch of birds in 
sight. You have read in despatches of 
aeroplanes bringing up ammunition 
to the front line, well, I have actu- 
ally seen this take place We were 
One of the fortunate battalions to be 
first on the ground that hag never 
seen any fighting since 1914, when 
the French were retreating over it 
before the Huns. After the battle, 
Or advance you may call it, one of 
the most sorrowing bits of news 1 
heard was that Sergt. Clark, son of 
Dr. Clark, had been killed while lead- 
ing his platoon. He was a Sergt.- 
Major with us in the 187th battalion, 
and has made good _ over here, 
being a good leader of men, and very 
highly respected and esteemed by 
all who came in contact with him, 
and absolutely fearless in action. I 
had a few minutes chat with Capt. 
(Rev.) Farrell yesterday, and he said 
he saw Clark buried. I believe the 
number of prisoners taken by our 
unit, and our Company in Particular, 
Constitutes a record for the British’ 
Army, 80 you may guess how proud 
we all are of the ‘Fighting 50th.”

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CAMBRAI IS FINALLY 
TAKEN FROM ENEMY

EIGHT THOUSAND - PRISONERS 
ARE CAPTURED IN HUN STRONG- 
HOLD, SAYS REPORT . 


London, Oct. 9.—The city of ‘Cam- 
brai has been captured by the Brit- 
ish, with efght thousand prisoners.. | 


‘’ Field Marshal Haig announced the 


capture of this long-resisting Ger- 
man stronghold in hig official state- 
ment today. 

The Anglo-American attack was 
resumed this ,morning on the entire 
front south of Cambrai. Rapid pro- 
gress was being made. 

Last night additional progress was 
made east of Sequehart and towards 
Bohain and Maretz. 

South of Cambrai the British cap- 
tured Forenvlle and reached the 
western outskirts of Walincourt. The 
attack this morning was on the front 
of the third and fourth armies and 
began at 5.20 o'clock. | 

London, Oct. 9.—At four o'clock 
yesterday afternoon the position be- 
tween Cambrai and St. Quentin was 
that the French starting from Rouv- 
roy, had captured the hills to the 
eastward and the villages of Essigny 
and Fontaine.

VERY HEAVY FIGHTING 
THROUGHOUT THE NIGHT 


With the Anglo-American armies 
near St. Quentin, Oct. 9.—Heavy 
fighting continued. throughout the 
night on the Cambrai-St. Quentin 
front and the British and Americans 
continued their progress of: Tuesday 
under a heavy protective fire from 
the British artillery. The defeated 
enmy was almost smothered. under 
the great deluge of steel and explos- 
ives. ‘ 

A large number of guns have been 
captured by the-British and Ameri- 
cans in addition to the great batch 
of prisoners which continue to arrive 
at the cages. The American troops 
alone. captured two complete field 
batteries and a battery of heavy art- 
illery. : 

The Americans’ captured these 
guns Tuesday afternoon, when they 
suddenly outflanked both sides of the 
valley south of Premont, capturing 
all the German guns there. 

German reinforcements have ar- 
rived but as these troops have been 
engaged several times recently their 
presence merely adds to the confu- 
sion in the enemy ranks. 

Throughout Tuesday and last night 
the British had complete control of 
the air, Roads, barracks, massed 
troops and batteries behind the Ger- 
man lines all were targets for the 
busy British bombing airplanes. 

During the day it was noticeable 
that German airplanes. were seldom 
seen. The enemy machines that did 
venture forth to places where they 
were not wanted were quickly en-

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The Great Smelter at Trail, B.0. 


LTHOUGH, as is well known, a 
world-wide attention was Arst 
directed to British Columbia 

by reason of the discoveries {™ the 
late “fifties” and early “sixties” of 
alluvial gold in the Fraser rive, and 
‘im the streams of the Cariboo dis- 
trict—and for many years a rich har- 
vest was reaped from these sources— 
mining as an importan: basic indus- 
try of the Province—and it is now 
by far the most important industry 
in British Columbia—was not, fairly 
launched until nearly forty-five years 
later; and the building of the Trail 
gmelter in 1896 by that brilliant 
young American financier and copper 
king, ¥. Auguste Heinze, not only 
mad@ Rossland, whose mines have 
gince produced gold, ellver and cop- 
per to the value of $70,000,000 in 
round figures, but had the effect of 
enormously stimulating mineral de- 
velopment and the investment of 
capital in mining in other sections of 
the province. But Heinze was essen- 
itlally a business man, and in estab- 
Lishing his smeltery was certainly 
not actuated, by philanthropic or 
elemosynary motives. It was 00 part 
of his plan to operate the smelter for 
the profit of anyone but himself. 
Hence although he received a land 
grant from the Provincial Govern- 
ment as a consideration for the con- 
struction of the smelter and of a 
narrow-guage railway to afford con- 
nection between the works at Trail 
and the mines at Rossland, and also 
obtained an assurance from the Do- 
minion Government of a bonus of a 
dollar on each ton of ore treated, he 
also took care that the rate imposed 
on the treatment of customs ores 
should be a tolerably stiff one, In 
fact ere long, as the development of 
the mines progressed and {t became 
necessary to market ore of a lower 
grade average, the margin of profit 
left to the miners after paying treat- 
ment charges became considerably re- 
stricted; and consequently the satis- 
faction was very general when in 
1898 the reduction works and rail. 
‘way were acquired by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and the rates were 
at once reduced very materially. It 
{s fair, however, to state that the nev 
owners were ina much better posi- 
tion to undertake to smelt at a lower 
cost owing to the great cheapening of 
fuel following the development of the 
Crewsnest coalfield, In 1906, the 
smelter became the property of the 
Consolidated~ Mining..and Smelting 


fou of Cause, bleh also acquired 


at that time the War Eagle—Certre 
Star group of mines at Rossland, the 
St.. Eugene lead mine at Moyle and 
other properties, (which since have 
been further augmented) and the 
capacity of the plant was greatly In- 
creased, so that the undertaking now 
ranks as one of the largest and most 
important of its kind in the British 
Empire. This is attested by the fact 
that the smelter has treated to date 
5,179,307 tons of ore having a gross 
value of $94,315,754 and representing 
1,778,921 oz. gold, 27,500.350 oz. silver. 
458,326,524 lb. lead, 75,047,410 Ib. cop- 
per, and 23,056,996 lb. zinc. 

The site of the smelter was admir- 
ably selected having regard to en- 
gineering and commercial consider- 
ations and requirem-nts on an ele- 
vated terrace of gravelly soil over. 
looking the Columbia river; an: only 
a few miles distant are the magaifi- 
cent Falls of Bonnington, from which 
the plant derives its power. More- 
over, ore can be shipped foi treat- 
ment to this centre most readily and 
advantageously from the varioug lo. 
calities in both West and East Koote- 
nay, and indeed from much farther 
afield. In consequence the Trail 
sMelter has become almost a national 
if not an internationa! institution 
since in recent years it has ‘raated 
in addition to British Columbia lead, 
zinc and copper ores, ores from the 
Yukon, Manitoba, and Ontario, from 
the United States and from China. 
From quite small beginnings the 
works have been expanded until they 
now cover many acres of ground. and 
when working at full capacity give 
employment to 1,600 men. a targe 
proportion of whom are necessarily 
skilled. In this article it is not pro 
posed to go into technical details, but 
it may be stated briefly that the main 
smelting plant consists of from cop- 
per blast-furnaces, four lead blast- 
furnaces, and two 12-ft. basic-lined 
converters, the product of which is 
refined locally, employing electro- 
lytic methods. This latter, ~erhaps, 
is the most interesting part of the 
story; and as a national achievement 
reflects the greatest possible credit 
on those responsible for its successful 
establishment. Before the war the 
only useful metal in refinsc form 
produced in Canada was lead. which 
was exclusively undertaken at Trail; 
but all our copper and cur zinc, both 
being by the way essential metals In 
the manufacture of munitions, we 


fined, and then to satisfy our own re 
quirements for these metals in finish- 
ed or unmanufactured form we re- 
purchased at, of course, a vastly en- 
hanced price representing the profits 
of manufacture In a foreign cuuntry 
plus the import duty. All of which 
was the reverse of good business. 
But the war, which has had so stimu- 
lative an effect on the national ener 
Gies in general. influenced action 
beneficially in this direction also; 
and upon the urging of the Munition 
Board those in charge of the Trail 
Smelter set to work with a wil!, and 
succeeded after much experimenta- 
tion in producing refined zinc electro- 
lytically on a commercia' scale. The 
plant now in -peration has a capecity 
of from 60 to 70 tons of spelter daily, 
and last year zroduced 10,000 tons of 
zinc, having a value of $3.000,000, 
which, as is stated In an official re- 
port, marks “an epoch in the metal- 
lurgical history of Canada.” So also 
with the refining of copper, which be- 
fore the war was on many sides pro- 
nounced to be an undertaking that 
could not economically be conducted 
in Canada, but which during t-e past 
two years has been most successfully 
carried on at Trafi, the two copper 
econvertcrs installed In 1916 enabling 
the matte from the copper furnaces 
that previously, had been shipped 
away for further treatment, to be 
converted into blister-copper. which 
in turn is refined electrolytecally in 
a plane which had an {initial capacity 
of 10 tons daily, but which since has 
been enlarged to handle .wice that 
amount. Other products of the smel- 
ter are copper sulphate, lead pipe, 
shrapnel, wire, gold, silver, sulphuric 
acid, and hydrofluosilicia acid. In 
short, it is now as complete a metal- 
lurgical works as there is on the 
continent, and as such has played a 
most important and useful role in 
furnishing the metals needed for 
munition making in Canada, thus 
contributing materially to the effec. 
tiveness of the Dominion’s war ef- 
forts. Nor does this complete its 
record for fatriotic achievement. 
Since its proudest boast fs that it 
has an honor roll on which {s in- 
scribed the names of something like 
three hundred of its employees, who 
enlisted voluntarily for overseas ser- 
vice early In the war... Among these 
are several members of the engineer. 
ing staff, all of whom have won dis. 
tinction for conspicuous gallantry
